Elba City Council Forms Hospital 
Building Authority 


The Elba City Council held 
a very short meeting Tuesday 
night; passed several motions 
unanimously and dismissed for 
the Christmas holidays in a 


festive and congenial 
atmosphere. 
The only major item 


discussed was a request by 
Attorney Robert Cannon on 
behalf of the Elba Hospital 
Board. They requested the 
forming of a Hospital Building 
Authority to take over the 
duties of the hospital associa- 
tion. According to Cannon this 
Authority would assume all the 
facilities of the present hospital 
association, the debts and 
obligations, etc. but would be 
in a better position to do the 
things necessary to build, 
rate and expand _ the 
medical facilities of the city. 
The request he presented to 
the city council was signed by 
four members of the hospital 
boatd and Cannon presented 
the verbal approval of the fifth 
member, George Collier, who 
was out of town. Cannon noted 
that all members of the board 
had agreed to serve on the 
newly created building 
authority and had suggested 
staggered terms to match 
reasonably close those of the 
present board. He said that 
after all responsibilities had 
been transfered to the new 
authority, the council would be 
asked to disband the old board. 
Presently serving on the 
hospital board and recom- 
mended terms on the Authority 
are Virgil Coleman and Jake 
Morrow, two year terms; 
Drexel ..Cook . and George 
Collier, four year terms; and 
Carolyn Brunson, a six year 
term.
